A Cluster of Recks that Have Various 
Tones, Like a Chime of Bells. 
[Pottstown, Pa., Cor. N. Y. Sun.) 

It was 2 0’clock when our party reached 
‘*Ringing Rocks.’? The air of the afternoon 
Wasfkharp and crisp. tht ground well frozen, 
and most of the snow of winter had disap- 
peared. We had cometoringa chime on the 
strange and wonderful metallic rocks that 
nature bas eo mysteriously placed herein a 
group. (These rocks are on the farm of 
Abraham Mensch, of Pottsgrove township, 
Montgomery county. They cover a space of 
about three-quarters of an acre. Our party 
consisted of ladies and gentlemen versed in 
music. Each selected a rock suitable to form 
a scale of eight notes. The leading gentleman 
took the rock known as the “State-house 
bell.” He struck it with ahammer. and 
itrang out very like the old Independence 
Bell in Philadelphia before it was cracked. 
The tones of anumber of stones were tested 
before each member of the party had selected 
one With a tone corresponding to his note of 
the scale. Finally eight rocks were chosen

On the surfaces of many of them 
are marks resembling footprints of horses and 
other animals.

These are 
allin communication with the works of the 
new Pneumatic Clock Company, in the Rue 
St. Anne. By means of subterranean tubes 
this company this company receives the time 
direct from the Observatoire every morning, 
and regulates the timepieces in connection si- 
mulstaneously. In future it will be possible to 
have the correct time laid on in anv house, like 
gas or water, atatrifling cost offrom three 
to five centimes per clock per day.

Over one 
thousand pneumatic clocks are ordered in Par- 
is already and they will soon be tested in New 
York, where the patent for America bas been 
purchased.

He 
wants a patch put on the old chart declar- 
ing that the union of these United States 
shall be perpetual, and all acts or attempts 
to separate or destroy the Union shall be 
treason against the Federal Government, 
and be punished as such; that States’ limits 
and boundaries shall be inviolate, and the 
right of a State to make and enforce its lo- 
cal laws shall never be interfered with by 
the Federal Government. As this revives 
the old question of State sovereignty and 
alights anew the fires of sectional debate, 
it would probably have been better for the 
country if Mr. Acklen, insteadof burning 
midnight oil and wasting Ihjis intellect on 
statesmanship, had been @apering nimbly in 
some Washington restaurant to the lasciv- 
ious pleasing of a bottle of champagne 
and some snipe on toast. 


THE talented political strategist of the 
Globe-Democrat, calmly resting his eye on 
the political contest in England, is led to 
remark that nothing could be so fortunaic 
for the Liberal cause now as an uprising of 
the suppressed tribes in Afghanistan and a 
general massacre of the British troops. 
Our distinguished strategist even goes so 
far as to suggest that it would be a good 
thing for the Liberal leaders to invent a 
massacreg He understands the value of 
that sort of thing.

Republican paper in the Northwest, and 
one of the very best in the country, speaks 
of the Grantites as ‘“‘the old crowd of po- 
litical prostitutes who broke down Grant’s 
second Administration and brought the Re- 
publican party to shame and defeat.” It 
alludes to the importance of New York, the 
growth of the Independents in ‘that State, 
as shown by the 20,000 dicepublican voters 
who, last fall, scratched Cornell, and asks 
this question: 

Do the thiid-termers suppose that the 
‘*Scratchers’’ will be less active this yearin 
the tace of an issue tenfold more offensive to 
themthan that of last year? Do the third- 
termers believe there will be a defection ot 
75,000 votesin the Democratic party of New 
York ina Presidential election? If they base 
their hope upon these things they are blindly 
deceivir g themselves. The fact is there is no 
serious opposition among the Republicans of 
New Yorkto any candidate except the one 
who represents the third-term innovation on 
the tiaditions of the Republic and is dragged 
down by the machine men and corruptionists 
who have attached themselves to his fortune, 
as they did in the past. 

The Cincinnati Commercial, whose editor, 
Murat Halstead, has probably no superior 
as a vigorous political thinker and writer, 
— up volumes of ordinary newspaper 
writing in one pithy paragraph like this: 

The advocates of athird term for Grant are 
substantially monarchists; the re-election 
of Grant would imply @ purpose on the part of 
those responsible for it to change the form of 
government. Allin favor of changing in the 
direction of monarchy should support Grant. 
All Republicans, without distinction of party, 
should be against him as acandidate torthe 
Presidency now and always. — : 


Thé Cincinnati Gazette, a thorough-going 
Republiean fartisan journal, speaks thus 
plainly ; 


The ¢ancidacy Of Geti, Grant is GOmimorly 
spoken of asfor athird term. We suppose, 
however, that no one who supports Gen. Grant 
expects to limit himor tbat he will limit him- 
selftoathirdterm. If elected again, arenom- 
ination would follow in the naturalorder, mak- 
ing the fourth term. And the traditional 
limitation to two terms, having been set aside 
by his election toathird term, would be no 
more regarded. The reasons for re-election 
would grow stronger with each term, and al! 
the influence of those holding the offices would 
be used to continue themselves by continuing 
to renominate Gen. Grant. There are no rea- 
sons for electing toathird term which would 
not be stronger for re-electing to a fourth, fifth 
and successive terms. Also, when this tradi- 
ditional bar had been broken down the infflu- 
ence of tbe President to renominate himself 
through the torces of organization ana patron- 
age would grow stronger in each successive 
term. We knowo! nosupportersef Gen. Grant 
forathird term who do notinclude therein as 
many termsas he shall desire. Nor do we 
know of any reason why they should not. 


The New York Tribune, the great nation- 
al Republican organ, is equally outspoken, 
as the following brief extract will show:

Now, these are all thick and thin parti- 
sans—papers usually filled with violent 
abuse of everything that is Democratic: 
Nor are these influential journals alone in 
their bitter opposition te a third term. 
They practically represent the entire Re- 
publican press of the country, with but very 
few exceptions. 

It will be well to file these ex- 
tracts for future reference, and ob- 
serve how, after Grant’s nomination, 
most of these journals will eat their 
own words. Still there are enough inde- 
pendent, honest and conscientious voters 
on the Republican side who, believing the 
disinterested teachings of these Republican 
organs, Will not yield to the ‘*machine’’ 
and make a third term impossible—if the 
Democrats will act with prudence and not 
have another Greeley abortion.

As was unusal with 
triplets, they were furnished with vigorous 
constitutions and they have managed to walk 
along hand in hand for twenty-one years. 
Triplets are not altogether curiosities in this 
active and progressive country, but twenty- 
one-year-old triplets have never been seen in 
America. Therefore, the Blocks, who 
are chips off the old one, are to have a recep- 
tion at Eureka Hall to-morrow. Their lon- 
gevity—climate, dirt and other things con- 
sidered—is quite remarkable, and this cele- 
bration will doubtless call attention to other 
vital phenomena. There is, for instance, a 
gentleman in Cincinnati now sixty-two years 
of age, who was born in the dark ofthe moon 
and who bas drank a pint of Cincinnati whis- 
ky every day for twenty-five years. He cer- 
tainly ought to have a celebration of some 
sort. :

Tue 
cuse was reversed and remanded, 
THE COUNTY MURDER. 

On the 26th day of June last Will Dieckmann, 
ayvoung fariner, was living with his wife and 
child on a farm eighteen mules out of ‘town on 
the Olive street road. The house was situated 
Ona hiliock and was visible from every site. 
The nearest neighbor was Joseph stoeckli, who 
rented the next farm. Stoeckli’s wife and 
step-son had left him and he was 
workiiug nnd eating at Dieckmann’s 
house, but sleeping at home. 
Qn the date named Dieckmann = requested 
stoecklito sleep at his house, to assist im in 
Putting a culf on the wagon, which was to 
have started to the ciiy at an early hourinthe 
morning. Thetwo men gotup very early, and 
didthe chores apout the house, and 
manhnilett for town abont4o’clock. No one 
saw Mrs. Dieckmann alive again. About 8 
o’clack Ler body was found lying in bed, auite 
deud, apd her baby was salmoss« smoth- 
ered beneath. ‘Tbere were evidences of 
a violent strugevle. On the floov was afterwards 
seen a pocket-vook of Stoeckli’s «and an ex- 
ploded cartridge. She bad been shot behind 
theleft car. Tiere wus another buliel wound 
in the head, and two move bullets were found 
in the beadboard of the bed. Her body was 
Very inuch bruised. Stoeckl was met about 
halt-past six by a negro named Lyle, whom he 
cave some directions about his work.and whom 
hetolato gouptothe house and wake Mves. 
Iheckinapn and tell her to get brewktas?. 
“toeckii then returned with Mrs. Dicekmann’s 
brother una the two discovered the body. 
BothDieckmann andstoeckli were suspecte 1 of 
the murder,but clreutnstantial evidence point- 
ed most strongly to Sioeckli, and upon trial 
the jury found the prisoner guilty of murder in 
the second degice, and assessed his punish- 
went at twenty yeurs inthe Penitentiary. At- 
ter reviewing the law of murder, Judye Bake- 


well says: ‘To ceterwmine with certainty 
whether “a homicide was committed 
with deliberation and premedi- 
tation it is not necessary thut 


there should have been evye-witnesses tothe 
deed... * * * This woman-*was choked, 
bruised, shottwice and shot at twice more. 
She was ccliberately and premeditatedly kill- 
ed, whoever killed her. This 
the fact that she is dead and that she did not 
killherselt. Noeye sawit except tbat of tue 
murderer; but we know thata pistol can not 
be Qischarged four times «at a detenseless 
woman in bed, and that she can not 
then be struck with the butt 
end of the weapon so that the 
hammer penetrates the skull, uniess the per- 
son holding the pistol atthe time hus a settled 
and well-cefined intention of killing her. . 
‘ ’ It it is murder, it 
murder in the first decree, 
Judye erred in so instructing the jury that 
they could bring in a verdict of murder in the 
second degree, when the result shoul@ have 
been either murcer in the first degree or ac- 
quittal. The case is reversed and remanded.’’ 
THE KRING CiSE. 

At the March term, 1875, of the court below, 
Chas, F. Kring was indicted for murder in the 
fiist degree tor killing Dora C. Bbroemser. He 
was convicted, but upon appeu! the judgment 
wis reversed, and there were then mistrials 
Which delayed the Case till November, L879, 
On Nov. 12th he, bv permission of the Court 
and consent of the Circuit Attorney, withdrew 
his plea of pot guilty of murder in the 
first degree and entered a plea of guiltv of 
murderinthe second degree and submitted 
bis sentence to the court. Judge Laughlia sen- 
tenced him to twenty-five years in toe peni- 
tentiary. Kring at once moved to have the sen- 
tence set aside and his former plea ot not cuil- 
ty entered, claiming that he had been induced 
by the representations of the Vircuit Attorney, 
which, as he understood, were sanctioned by 
the court, to enter the plea ot guiity on 
the understanding that his punishm-nt would 
be ten years inthe penitentiary or jess. Tuis 
motion Was supported by affidavits und was 
overruled, and of this action of the Court and 
of the refusal to set aside the sencence Kring 
complains. For many reasons the Court of Ap- 
peals declines to intertere with the deliberate 
uction of the court below in
